* Soon after the murder of King Charles f.

The next day, 
sitting in a lower room, they heard persons 
waiking overhead, thorgh the room was lock- 
ed up; the wood of the King’s ork was 
brought from the diniog-room, and thrown 
with great vio'ence into the Preseace Cham- 
ber; the chairs, stools, tables, and other tur 
niture were forcibly hurried about the room ; 
the papers centaining the minules of their tran- 
sactions were torn, and the izk-glass broken, 
the doors all the while remaining fast, and the 
kevs in the custedy of the commissioners.

about eaght minutes distance, which beng 
heard through the country for sixteen miles 
round, brought ali the neighbourhood into their 
honours’ room. where they gathered up the 
zreat stones, feurscore ia number, and laid 
them in the corner of a field, where in Dr. 

The 
commissioners during this visitation gave them- 
selves up for lost, crying aloud ter help, and 
Giies Sharp snatching up a sword had well nigh 
kiited one of their honours, mistaking him for 
ihe spirit as he ran in hisshirt from one room 
io the other. Stil, however, they resoived on 
continuing their labours, when, on the Ist of 
November, the most dreadful scene of all en- 
sued; candles were lighted up in every part 
of the room, and a great fire made ; at midnight, 
the candles all burniag blue, a noise lke the 
bursting of a cannon was heard, avd the burn- 
ing biliets were tossed about even on their 
honours beds, who called Giles and his com- 
panions to their relief, otberwise the louse 
had been burnt to the ground; an hour after 
the candles went out as usnal, horses’ bones 
came pouring into the room with great force,

and shaken, and the whole neighbourhood 
alarincd with such tremendous noises, that 
even the rabbit stealers who were abroad that 
night in the warren were so terrified that they 
fled away, leaving their ferrets behind them. 
One of their honours this night spoke, and in 
the name of God asked the spirit what it was, 
and why it disturbed them so? to which, how- 
ever, no answer was given. 

‘One of the servants now tighted a large 
candle, and set it on the door-way between the 
two chambers; and as he watched it, he plain- 
iy saw a hoof striking the candie and caudie- 
stick inte the middle of the room, and aiter- 
wards making three scrapes over the snuff, 
scraped it out. Upon this he was so bold as 
to draw a sword, but had scaree got it out 
when he felt another invisible hand pulling it 
from him, and at length prevailing, strack him 
so violently on the head with the pummel that 
he fell down for dead with the blow. At this 
instant was heard another explosion like the 
broadside of a ship of war, and at about a 
minute or two’s distance each, no less than 
nineteen more such, shaking the house so 
violently that they expected every minute it 
would fall upon their heads.

Neither 
shall there be any more pain; for the former things 
are passed away.’ This blessing shall take place. nov 
on men alone (thete is no such restriction in the text) 
but on ecery creature according to its capacity. ‘The 
whole brute creation will then undoubtedly be restor- 
ed io all they have lest, and with a large increase of 
faculties. ‘Chey will be delivered from all unruly 
passions, from all evil, and all suffering. And what if 
it should then please the all-wise, the all-gracious 
Creator, to raise them higher in the scale of beings? 
What if it should please him, when he makes us equal 
to angels, to make (hem what we are now, creatures 
capable of God, capatiie of knowing, and loving, and 
enjoying the author of their being :”
